The following arethe boundary lines be- 
tween the Chinpewas of Lake Superior ani 
the Chippewas of the Mississippi, as fixed 
by the treaty made aod concluded at La 
Pointe, in the State of Wisconsin, Septem- 
ber 30ih, 1854: 

Art. 1. The Chippewas of Lake Supe; 
rior hereby cede to the United States all the 
Jands herejofore owned by them in common 
with the Chippewas of the Mississippi lying 
east of the following boundary line,viz.: Be- 
ginning at a point wherethe east branch of 
Snake river croses the southern boundary 
line of the Chippewa country; running thence 
up the said branch to its source; thence 
nearly north in a straight line to the mouth of 
East Savannah river; thence up the St. 
Louis to the East Swan river to its source; 
thence in a straight line to the most westerly 
bend of Vermillion river; and thence down 
Vermillion river to its mouth; thence in a di- 
rect Jine to Cass Luke; thence down the 
Mississippi to the lands ceded by treaty of 
1842. 

The Chippewas of the Mississippi hereby 
assentand agree to the foregoing cession; 
and in consideration thereof the Chippewas 
of Lake Superior hereby relinquish to the | 
Chippewas of the Mississippi all their inter- 
estin and claim. to the lands heretofore 
owned by them in common Jying west of the 
above boundary line. 

Article 8ih provides as follows: It is agreed 
between the Chippewasof Lake Superior 
and the Chippewas of the Mississippi that 
the former shall be entitled to two-thirds and 
the latter to one-third of all benefits to be 
derived from former. treaties existing prior to 
the year 1847. 

The above provisions are the only ones in 
the treaty above referred to in any manner 
affecting the Chippewas of the Mississippi. 
The reservation mentioned above is about 
balfthe area of the Stute of New York, and 
embraces all the valuable pine region of Min- 
nesota that is so much sought for by the im- 
menseé emigration that is now crowding into 
that Territory. 

The Commissioners appointed to conclude 
a treaty at La Pointe, after having assem- 
bled the Indians from the different parts of 
the Territory, found svch conflicting inter- 
ests to reconcile among them that their ob- 
ject was near being abandoned, owing like- 
wiseto the reluctance of the Mississippi 
bands to sell jointly with the Lake Superior 
bands, until a proposition was made by 
“Hole-in-the-day’’ to divide the country and 
allow the Lake Indians to sell; and thereup-

To Pre-emptors. 


The following, abont pre-emption rights, is in 
portant. Our ‘readers will weeollect that a few 
weeks ago we published the'pre-ethption laws, ond 
their accompanying instructions. Tho Commigs- 
ioner’s letter’ should bo presérved, slong with 
them:— 


Genenit Lano Orrice, Oct. 18, 1854. 
Sin: In reply tothe inquiries. in yours of 
(the 10th istant, in relation to the “rights of 
settlers in Kanaas,” Thave to state— 

1. That ' squatter’ will’ not be allowed 


to take more than’ 160 acres by pre-emption, 
9 


That the. ‘terms of payment’? will be 
$1 25 per ncre, at nny tyme after the survey, 
and before the commencement of the public 
sale, including the land settled. 

3 The “putting steam saw or grist mills 
in operation on mill sites”? will not give a 
preference right. 

4. Payment and entry can be made after 
survey, and before public sale. 

5. The purchase money caunot be paid a 
portion at one time and a portion at another; 
nor can the pre-emptor sell his right, and 
the purchaser stand in his place. 

6. The requisites to a pre-emption will be 
perceived trom the accompanying copy of a 
circular from this office. = 

7 \mformation with regard tolands not 
subject to pre-emption may be obtained from 
this office, 

8. Settlement rights before the surve 
will take precedence of achool claims. >

Many persons aré made to believe, or ra- 
ther made to say they believe, that the re- 
peal of the Missouri compromise was the 

result of the measures of 1850. In contra- 
diction of thia base fraud upon the people, 

it has olten heen asserted that Indge Doug- 
Ins had been in the Genate ever since tho 

passage of these measures, and had introdu- 
ced any quantity of bills without ever alln- 
ding to the repeal of the Missouri compro- 
mise Atthe very last session, he introdu- 
ced severel different bills before he brought 

in the one repealing the Missouri compro- 
mise. So Judge Douglas himself nevat!| 
thought of the Missouri compromise being 
set uside by the compromise mensures of 
1850, until the idea sugested itseif to him as 
an excuse for doing what he had resolyed to 
do without on excuse. 

Additional light has recently been thrown 
upon the origin of this repeal, by Senator 
Atchison, of Missouri, who lives near the 
line of Kansasterritory. He has been more 
consistent than Judge Douglas, because he 
has always opposed all bills organizing the 
new territories without the removal of the 
slavery restriction, whilst Judge Douglas 
has voted forthem, Atchison, however, 
never was hypocrite to pretend to oppose the 
bills because the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise was the natural resvlt of the 
compromise mensures of 1850. Te came 
outtor openly for his rightto carry his 
slaves into Kansas and Nebraska, and would 
vote for no law that did not embraco this 
right. , 

Senator Atchison is now a candidate for 
jre-election ina slave State, and ithas been 
necessary for hii to give some account of 
hia stewardship.

hoes in the hands often men, itis easy to 
see which of the two is travelling. the faster 
on the road'to wealth. 

So in cutting grass, in planting and har- 
vesting grain, in shelling corn, and in vari- 
ous other operations of the farm and ma- 
chines can do the work for a small percen- 
tage of the cost of manual labor, 

We do not mean that every machine which 
wintended and offered tothe farmers for 
sale should be purchased by them. Not ev- 
e@rv altemptto substitate mechanical labor 
for manual is successful. _The large major- 
ity of inventions are in some way defective 
But in every.case where it is clearly ascer- 
tained that the thing has been -nctually done, 
that a machine has been made, which, at a 
much smaller cost will do the work which 


you are now doing with buman hands, buy | 


the machine. if you can; and if you have not 
the toeans get them as soon as possible. 

It is not a matter of option with farmers 
whether they will do this or not. To suc- 
ceed they have got todo it, otherwise it is 
impossible for them to compete with thuse 
who employ machinery. It is like a man 
contending, single hunded, against a thou- 
sand, and every one his equal.—[People’s 
Journal:
